TENURE OF OFFICE DEPENDS ON 
GOV. DOCKERY. 


Mr. Higgins’ Successor Took Charge 
Tuesday and Outlined His Policy 
to the Post-Dispatch— Hawes 
Promises Support. 


The first official act of James M. Seibert 
as excise commissioner of St. Louis Tuesday 
was to announce the reappointment of R. 
P. Thompson as chief deputy. Mr. Thomp- 
eon is from Barry County. No decision has 
been reached with regard to the other clerks 
in the office, numbering half a dozen. 

“I shall have no policy except to adminis- 
ter the law honestly, decently and fearless- 
ly,”’ said the new commissioner to the Post- 


Dispatch Tuesday. “If I find the law is be- 
ing violated I shall not hesitate to act. 

“IT see no reason why the law should not 
be enforced and the saloons conducted in 
an orderly manner in St. Louls as well as 
elsewhere.”’ 

“Regarding the temporary character of 
his appoint Mr. Seibert said: 

“I was asked by the governor to come 
here and conduct the office until such time 
as he could make other arrangements. My 
tenure of, office is uncertain. Goy. Dockery 
is much eng: «sed with the consideration of 
applications for appointment, and the pres- 
ent arrangement is designed to hold until 
he shall have decided who is to hold the of- 
fice permanently.” ' 

The Office and 
What It Pays. 

The pay of the excise commissioner is 40 
per cent of the fees collected, out of which 
he pays his office expenses. The office is 
supposed to be worth between $12,000 and 
$20,000 a year, being the richest ‘‘polit.ca, 
plum” In the state. 

Saloon licenses are collected on Jan. 1 and 
July 1. It is common report that Commis- 
sioner Higgins, knowing that he would not 
be reappointed, has collected with a i gd 
hand since the first of the year, and that 
there will be little for his successor un.i! 
July. Mr. Setbert said Tuesday that more 
than 2000 licenses had been renewed by Mr. 
Higgins. 

“I shall administer the office, taking my 
compensation as it comes,”’ said he. “And 
if it should vrove that. the collections ha e 
been made for the next six months, and | 
should not serve until the next payments 
are due, I suppose I shall have to make 
the best of it.” 

Discussing local politics, Mr. Selibert said. 
**The influence of my office will not be used 
in furtherance of the candidacy of any man 
or men. After the nominations are made I 
shall do my best to elect a Democratic 
mayor and other city officials.”

Case Against Rice Has Been 
Dismissed. 


HEARING SET FOR WEDNESDAY 


AT NINE RAILROAD COMMISSION- 
ER MUST MAKE ANSWER. 


Legal Proceedings That Will Test the 
Right of Flory to Further Retain 
‘ Control of the Office. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22.—The §Su- 
preme Court in banc this morning sustained 
the motion of Attorney-General] Crow, filed 
yesterday morning, giving him, as attorney- 
gKeneral of Missourl, charge of the ouster 
proceedings of the state of Missouri at the 
instigation of Joseph Fiory against Joseph 
P. Rice, to oust the latter from railroad 
and warehouse commissioner, which were 
inaugurated in the court last week by 
Prosecuting Attorney R. P. Stone of Cole 
County. Attorney-General Crow at once 
dismissed the case against Rice and filed 
with the court an application for a sim- 
ilar writ of ouster against Joseph Flory. 


The app ication flled by the attorney-gen- 
eral against Flory is as follows: 

“plate of Missouri ex information Ed- 
ward C. Crow, attorney-general, vs. Joseph 
t'lory, resposdent. Comes now Edward LU. 
Crow, attorney-general of the state of Mis- 
souri and informs the court that one Jos- 
eph F.iory has, without any ijegal right or 
authority whatever since the second day 
of January, 19/1, unlawfully usurped, used 
and held and exercised the office of raii- 
road and warehouse commissioner of the 
State of Missouri in said state of \M.,ssouri, 
which said office is an important pub.ic ot- 
fice (the right to hold which originates 
irom the sovereign state of Missouri) and 
that said Joseph Flory does still unlawfully 
usurp, use and hold and exercise the said 
power of said office within the state of 
Missouri and since said second day of Jan- 
uary, 1901, said Joseph Flory has unlaw- 
fully claimed, received and enjoyed the 
rights, fee*#and emoluments belonging and 
appertaining to said office. 

“Insormant, th attorney-general of the 
State of Missouri, by reason of the premises 
aforesaid; prays for judgment that said 
Joseph Fiory has unlawfully usurped end 
unlawfully held and exercised the said of- 
fice of railroad and warehouse commis- 
sioner of Missouri, and that proceedings 
at law be issued against the said Jo-enh 
hoag. and that he be ousted from said of- 
ce, 

The court awarded the alternative writ 
against Flory, as prayed by the attorney- 
general, and made it returnable to the 
court tomorrow morning, at which time 
Flory is required to appear and show cause 
why he should not be permanently ousted 
from the office of railroad and warehouse 
commissioner. 

Attorneys Edwards & Edwards of this 
city, who made the original applicatfon for 
a writ against Rice, then asked leave of the 
court to file for Flory a petition in quo war- 
ranto this afternoon to oust Rice for the 
Bame reasons that Attorney-General Crow, 
in his petition filed this morning, seeks to 
oust Flory. Tne court granted the request. 
and awarded the alternative writ against 
Rice, requiring him also to appear tomor- 
row morning and show cause why a per- 
manent writ should not issue against him. 

When the court meets tomorrow morning 
it will set those two cases down for hearing 
at the same time which will probably be 
on Thursday or Friday.
